It's inevitable that the City 
of Columbus is moving 
toward developing a human 
resources department, and 
when that comes about, ac- 
cording to Councilman 
James Roseboro, it will mean 
“the injection of people- 
thinking and social services 
into the entire planning 
process. This will mean new 


vistas, new hope for city 
hall.” 

Roseboro warned, 
however, that “every éffort 


must be tiadé to Keep sucht & 
department from becoming a 
power grab and {o keep it out 
of the political process." 

A human_resources. depart- 
ment, Roseboro told The 
CALL & POST, should be one 
that continually develops pro- 
grams dealing with social 
services the city should be 
providing its citizens. Strong 
monitoring, evaluation and 
citizen participation units 
.should be part.of.such de- 
partment: Recreation, 
housing, -code enforcement 
and community relations are 
also. a part..of human_re- 
sources, he said 

The new division could 
recome a reality, Roseboro 
said, “within two months to a 
rear." He emphasized that 
he “expertise existing within 
agencies with proven track 
ecords. of -providing -social 
services_should not be over- 
Goked. We must rely on their 
axperience and knowledge-in 
developing the human re- 
sources department." 

Among the services to be 
included should be health 
and manpower. “We probably 
will begin to take a look at 
establishing health clinics in 
neighborhoods where need is 
great,” he ade J. 

In the area of manpower 
training, Roseboro pointed 
out, “some agency is going 
to have to play that role. It is 
going to have to be an 
agency with a successful 
manpower training record. 
Right now, | don’t think the 
city has_ the expertise to 
reach out to the citizens who 
need jobs _ the —most. 
CMACAO could very. well 
serve that purpose.” 

Citizen participation, he 
said, would best be handled 
by “attaching it to city coun- 
cil-the citizen representative 
branch of city government.” 
He is developing such a plan 
now and it should be com- 
pleted within a week. 

Roseboro said the role of 
the Model Neighborhood 
Assembly and staff should be 
expanded and he thinks MNA 
could go city-wide and be in 
charge of the citizen partici- 
pation unit. 

As fo¥ the monitoring and 
evaluation arm, he said, the 
United Community Council 
“seems to be moving in that 
direction and should be con- 
sidered for the assignment.”

He further admitted hearing 
that $25,000 would be paid to 
anyone who killed Dr. King 
on a visit to Antioch College, 
but Insisted-that he never told 
anyone that “I'd do it fora lot 
less than that.” 

King, it may be recalled, 
was the Commencement Day 
speaker at Antioch College in 
June of 1965. He was accom- 
panied by Mrs. King, a 
graduate of the college. 
During the outdoors cere- 
monies, King was under 
heavy. guard by sheriff's 
deputies and security officers 
of the area. They had been 
tipped off that an attempt on 
King’s life would be made 
and kept him surrounded 
throughout his_ visit, it was 
leamed. 

Prunty’s father, Charles 
Prunty, 444 N. Garfield Ave., 
testifying to the character of 
his son, said he was first 
stunned upon hearing that 
young Prunty had been mur- 
dered. ‘Then we were told 
that white people were seen 
driving around here in a.car,” 
the 77 year old man said. —

Housing Court Proposed For Bradley 
Landlords-Tenants

An owner-resident media- 
tion board which would arbi- 
trate disputes between land- 
lords and tenants has been 
proposed by the Columbus 
Apartment Association 
(CAA). 

The proposal was taken to 
government officials by CAA 
President Robert Ransom. 

“Ransom said CAA saw-the— 
need for such a board after ~ 
its review committee spent a 
year and a half mediating 
more than 200 cases, many of 
which were referred to it by 
the Better Business Bureau. 

Such a board, Ransom 
pointed out, would offer relief 
to the Small Claims Court 
and would ‘eliminate fees to 
the owner and resident. 

It would give the individual 
resident, no matter what his 
status in the community, an 
opportunity to be heard, he 
said. 

Ransom expressed the 
belief that establishment of 
the ‘mediation board would 
have an effect on the elimina- 
tion of blight in the inner city. 

Although the board would 
have no enforcement powers, 
he said he "can't see people 
not responding to the 
mediation board.” 

“it | was being taken ad- 
vantage of and the owner 
didn't show,” he added, “I 
would have an even better 
case.” J 

Ransom noted that housing 
courts are becoming a reality 
in other cities and may even- 
tually be established in 
Columbus. 

CAA would police its mem- 
bers if a mediation board 
were “established: "However; 
of the 200 cases mediated by 
the CAA review committee, 
only 27 percent of the cases 
invioved CAA members. _ 

Functions of the mediation 
board, as proposed by the 
CAA, would be: 

*To advise landlords and 
tenants in tenancy matters; 

*To receive complaints and 
seek to mediate desputes 
between landlords and 
tenants; 

*To disseminate informa- 
tion for the purpose of 
educating and advising Jand- 
lords and tenants concerning 
rental practices, rights, and 
remedies; - 

*To receive and investigate 
complaints of conduct in con- 
travention of legislation 
governing tenancies.“ 

Board members would be 
attomeys assigned to the city 
attomey who would serve on 
a rotating basis in groups of 
three. CAA also proposed 
that an advisory commission 
be established made up of 
fot less than three judges ap- 
pointed by the Mayor to 
provide Board members with

Suspension of the license 
of a prominent Eastside Real 
Estate Broker.by the State 
Real Estate Commission has 
been overturned by a 
Franklin County Common 
Pleas Court Judge. 

The. commission suspen- 
ded the license of William C. 
Culpepper, 1048 E. Long St., 
after finding him guilty on 
three counts of violating the 
state's real estate law. 

He was charged with 
fajling to “account--for—or 
remit monies coming into -his 
possession, dishonest 
dealing and with failing to 
furnish copies to agreements 
to which he was a party 
thereof.” 

On the first count, Judge 
George Tyack held that the 
record indicates that the 
Commission's finding “is not 
supported by _ reliable, 
probative and substantial 
evidence.” 

Count number two, Tyack 
noted that while the Ap- 
pellant’s (Culpepper) conduct 
may have been careless, the 
court, in view of the record, 
cannot find ‘dishonest 
dealing.” 

On count number three, the 
Court held that since Culpep- 
per was not a party to the 
agreement, he was obviously 
not obligated to furnish 
copies of the agreement.

Setback For Civil Rights 


Whether one is an advocate of 
full-scale busing to achieve public 
school segregation or for the-con- 
tinuing threat of such busing to 
bring adamant public school 
“Systems into line, the recént 44 
split in the U.S. Supreme Court in 
the Richmond, Va, school case 
sums up as a definite setback in 
their common efforts to achieve 
racial desegregation. 


Richmond, Va., which operates 
public schools that are 70 per cent 
Black, has secured a federal court 
tuling ordering the merger of its 
“poor” district with two neigh- 
borhood (rich) county systems in 
which the enrollment is more than 
90 per cent white. ~ 

The tie vote, with a Nixon ap- 
pointee, Justice Lewis F. Powell, a 
former member of the Richmond 
schoo! board, disqualifying himself, 
means that the opinions of a 
federal Appeals Court that such a 
merger was unnecessary, will 
stand. 


While the High Court's stalemate 
does not -prehibit—other-seheol 
districts from following the Rich- 
mond pattem, it does leave in limbo 
the legal relationship between

housing patterns and school 
desegregation, and in effect 
strengthens the hand of those who 
are sworn. to. preserve the “neigh- 
borhood concept” at any cost. 

It is certainly too early for €ries of 
“all is lost” in the battle to afford 
equal opportunity to Black and 
minority students in the nation’s 
public school systems, .north and 
south, but with, the removal of the 
threat of massive busing, the fight 
becomes more difficult. 

At the moment, the most effective 
way to reduce existing segregation 
is to move families, rather than 
children into previously “restricted” 
neighborhoods. Thus far, despite 
federal and state “open housing" 
laws, and some lip service from the 
Real Estate industry, barely a 
trickle of Black families are finding 
housing within their means outside 
the crowded Black ghettoes of the 
nation. 

And pressure has to be stepped 
up on State legislatures for the 
passage of measures and a realign- 
ment of support that is ‘aimed at 
-bringing schools_in _poor..neigh-— 
borhoods,. black or. white, into 
parity with the best systems 
available to the white and the rich. 


Watergate -- and Goodbye 


NO doubt but that Watergate will 


go down in history as the most per- 


vasive instance of top-level miscon- 
duct. Out of all the denials, 
evasions, conflicting testimonies 
and outright lies that have been 
publicly aired over the past several 
months, it is certain that President 
Richard Nixon is destined to 
emerge from the affair with greatly 
weakened powers. 

Whether this will be good or bad 
for our country, troubled with 
breakneck inflation and facing the 
spectre of acoming depression is a 
matter of “opinion.— tt 
distressing that so few Americans 
are really shocked by the extent of 
the prefidy that has been revealed, 
and even more distressing that a 
founting number of Americans 
simply don't want to be told about 
it. 

Black Americans are inclined to 
shrug the Watergate affair off as 
“white folks business’, and seem 
relieved that the only identifiable 
figure in the case is an underpaid 
Black security guard whose 
diligence resulted in opening up 
this Pandéra Box of diverse devils. 


This is a dangerous approach, 
since the well-being of Black 
Americans cannot be separated 
from the well-being of the nation at 
large. It behooves nobody good to 
have a weakened Chief Executive; 
to have the administrative affairs of 
the country milling arouhd ih con- 
fusion; to have ‘capable men and 
women shying away from assuming 
positions in the top level of govern- 
ment; to have a power struggle bet-

But Council would never have 
had the opportunity to vote down 
the $200,000 land purchase 
proposal and subsequent construct- 
ion of a $1 million Model Cities ser- 
vice center, had someone not 
provided it with the excuse and op- 
portunity to junk the plan. 

The entire project was to have 
been paid for by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban 
Development, HUD gave the City of 
Columbus- and Model Cities 
management a deadline of Friday, 
June 1 to prepare and perfect an 
acce le plan for ‘the project. 

} proposal, however, did not 
regen Council until its Monday, May 
21 meeting at which time an or- 
dinance legalizing the project 
had to be enacted in order to beat 
the June-1 deadline. It didn't. The 
plan was defeated when Council- 
man Petre and Mentel voted 
against the land purchase. 

City Attorney James Hughes ad- 
vised Council that the Model Cities 
deal is “tainted” with conflict of in- 
terest because Robert L. Johnson, a 
member of the Columbus Civil Ser- 
vice Commission, is serving as a 
realtor in the land acquisition and 
building project. 

Charles Seward, Model Cities co- 
ordinator, denies that a member of 
Hughes’ staff advised him as far 
back as March that Johnson's in- 
volvement, in the proposal con- 
stituted: a conflict of interest. 
Seward said a member of the City 
Attorney's staff, John Francis, told 
himr that everything- was in- order. 

Council President M. D. Portman 
complained that the law-making 
body hadn't been given enough, 
time to properly consider the mat- 
ter. And all of the councilmen said

ween the legislative and ad- 
ministrative arms of government in- 
stead of a cooperate effort to solve 
the problems that effect the daily 
_lives..of all Americans, whatever 
their race, color or condition. 

Obviously, nobody is going to 
seriously attempt to impeach the 
President. Such a move would not 
only come close to impossibility, 
but would only serve to further 
stratify the nation, thus reducing its 
influence as a world power. 

One can hope, however, that 
having rid himself of a coterie of 
advisors, whom_he now concedes 
have the cause of his present 
dilemma, the President may take 
another look at the priorities left to 
him. ; 

We feel that none_is more im- 
portant dealing realistically, than 
providing national leadership to the 
problem of urban survival. If a 
determined and sufficiently hum- 
bled President can bring himself to 
use his powers and surround him- 
self with a new team to deal with 
social problems rather than dealing 
exclusively with hard science, 
military,space and foreign affairs, 
then Watergate may emerge asa 
national blessing. 

Too many Americans, many | in 
positions of power, still believe that 
it is possible to have an affluent, 
healthy, capable society in general 
while ignoring the pockets of 
despair and desperation of a large 
segment of its population that is 

relegated to the status of menials 
and inferiors. 

It's. time for some new com- 
mitments — from the top.

The Watergate scandal has 
developed into the hottest topic ever to 
be cussed and discussed in the history 
of the United States. In fact, the 
breaking and entering in the night 
season has reached such proportions 
‘that it has become a worldwide con- 
versation piece. 

Knowledgeable and not so 
knowledgeable persons across the 
country ‘have numerous and varied 
opinions.as to what should or will hap- 
pen to President Nixon as a result of 
the Watergate breaking, bugging and 
burglary crime. 

Some actually expressed the opinion, 
until recently, that the President had no 
knowledge of and knew nothing about, 
the “caper’’-now_serving to embarass 


all American citizens betore the eyes of 


the world. 

Others are reaching way back in their 
memories. to recall Nixon's cham- 
pionship track record, down through 
the years, in the “dirty tricks" depart- 
ment. 

Jack Anderson, one of the nation's 
most hated, loved, feared and revered 
newspaper columnists, goes back into 
the early years to charge that the 
President, along with a couple of his 
cohorts, broke into the dean's office at 
the law school they were attending to 
find out what kind of grades they had 
earned. It seams Nixon was in school 
on a scholarship and had to maintain a 
high grade point level or be kicked out. 
Anderson did not say if the grades were 
altered. 

Then there are those who remember 
and are discussing the first time the 
President ran for public office. He 
sought a California congressional seat 
in a face against incumbent Con- 
gresswoman Helen Gahagan Douglas, 
a liberal and fair dealing representative 
of poor whites, blacks, Indians and 
Mexican-Americans. Nixan beat her 
with unfounded charges that she either 
was a Communist or some sort of 
fellow-traveler,

Racism In The

Recent racial troubles on the good 
ship Constellation remind us that 
bearing arms for his (or her) country 
can be dangerous for a black man (or 
woman). Not just in officially desig- 
nated enemy territory, but in American 
quarters as well. The reason for this is 
that the American military system is just 
that - it is American, And it mirrors the 
same imbalance in power between 
whites and blacks that characterizes 
the larger society. It also mirrors the 
racial inequities which plague blacks 
wherever they go. 

Before sketching some of those 
inequities in military life, we simply 
must point out a fact of American life 
which is as difficult as it is necessary 
for. whites to face. And that is this: there 


is no such thing as the Negro Problem. 


Neither inside nor outside the military. 
Insofar as race is a problem, it is a 
White Problem. Both inside and outside 
the military. “And in order to solve that 
problem we must seek its source, not in 
ihe. Negro but in the white Americans,” 
(1 Gannett Jr, contends, “and in 
the structure of the white com- 
munity..." 

What does it mean to say that the 
roots of the race problem are white? It 
means, says Bennett, that both the 
power and the responsibility for sen- 
sibly solving the problem are the white 


Americans. This is particularly the case, * 


in the military with its emphasis on 


power (or command) and responsibility.

Nixon eased out of that one 
by Bringing his dog Checkers on radio 
and television and asking the American 
people for forgiveness and compassion. 

And there are those who are 
discussing the last known “dirty tricks 
caper” leading up to the current 
Watergate. This was when Nixon ran 
against incumbent California Gov. Pat 
Brown. He went for Brown's jugular 
vein in the campaign, but the Governor 
was too street-wise for the “dirty 
tricksman-’ Brown conducted a clean, 
smart campaign and beat the “dude.” 

All of the above is recalled and 
recited. to say this: 

The American people may be forced 
against their will to lose respect for and 
confidence in a President, but- they 
must never, never lose respect for and 
confidence ~ inthe Sifice of the 
President. 

American citizens are fortunate and 
blessed with the opportunity to live un- 
der and with one of the finest systems 
of government ever developed in the 
history of the civilized world. It must be 
protected and supported at any cost 

If a President, with a long record that 
doesn't look or smell too good, sees fit 
to drop to the level of abusing the Of- 
fice of the President to the extent that 
he will resort to tricky, deceitful and 
unlawful means to win, that is'’most un- 
fortunate. Such a situation, however, is 
not irreparable. The people can deal ef- 
fectively with a joker like that. 

If President Nixon, after Senate 
hearings, court trials and competent in- 
vestigations are satisfactorily con- 
cluded, is found tobe so. deeply in- 
volved, even to the extent that he may 
have quarterbacked the Watergate 
thing, then there is only one way for 
him to go. Out, that is. 

How can the people deal with the 
dilemma? It isn't going to be easy, it's 
going to be rough, but the citizenry can 
put so much pressure on President 
Nixon that he just might entertain the 
thought that he and the country would 
be much better off if he would resign. 

Shduld this fail, there's only one step 
left: Impeachment!

services as bellwether is not so much a 
commendation for them as it is a con- 
demnation of the large society which 
places blacks in double jeopardy, 
giving a limited number of them limited 
life chances in a limited sector, 
Blacks can hardly be expected. to 
stand up and cheer the Good Life in the 
Military.

The im- 
position of quotas.has {orced all of the 
big schools to hire recruiters and staff 
persons to deal with the problems of 
minority students, Reaching these 
quotas, generally fixed at 10%, has not 
only become a challenge for these 
schools, but a headache as well. 

The demand for minority students ex- 
tends beyond the liberal arts colleges, 
and into the professional schools as 
well. 

This.demand for minority students is 
a big change from the past when black 
students were almost scorned by the 
big universities. Now every high school 
graduating class is closely scrutinized 
for prospective recruits. The first break 
came when black athletes were com- 
petitively sought. Now the competition 
for good students has extended to 
every tacet of education.

For the year of 1972-73, the National 
Medical Fellowship, Inc., approved 
1,518 minority fellowships, totaling 
$1,730,438 in 104 medical schools. 

National Medical Fellowships is an 
independent organization attempting to 
relieve the acute shortage of minority 
group physicians in two ways: first: by 
making available financial assistance in 
medical schools to Black Americans, 
Mexican-Americans, Indians and 
Puerto Rican students. And, second: 
through its cooperative efforts with 
other agencies, encouraging these 
students to seek medical careers. 

The National Medical Fellowship is 
supported by a number of businesses, 
foundations and organizations. 

The problems universities are having 
in recruiting minority students, is 
highlighted by a report by the Univer- 
sity of Michigan to its Board of 
Regents. 5 

The report states that, while the 
university met its commitment for finan- 
cial support for its “Opportunity 
Program,” it will be a year late_in 
meeting its goal of 10% Black student 
enroliment. In 1973, the University of 
Michigan raised for this program, $6 
million. For the year of 1974, it expects 
to raise $7.6 million.

of Michigan's report, are the reports of 
the various schools of the University on 
theft problems with black students. For 
instance, the School of National 
Resources, says it “recognized a 
critical lack of experience with minority 
students-and taoulty. members,” inthis 
sechool.are 15. minority students. It has 
one and one-half minority faculty mem- 
bers. 

The College of Engineering says 
“we still do not have the number of 
minority applicants we think we ought 
to have. To meet this problem, the 
University of Michigan has worked out 
a cooperative program with Shaw 
University, a black college in North 
Carolina, whereby engineering 
students can spend 3 years at Shaw 
and then transter to Michigan for 2 
years and graduate. 

The placement offices say: “job op- 
portunities have never been a problem 
for minority students.” 

lt was interesting ‘to note that the 
Michigan School of Dentistry has only 
Half of its hoped for 10% black 
enrollment. The School head said they 
are engaged "in an indepth program to 
recruit, admit and retain black 
students,” To accomplish this, the 
school has hired a full time Negro den- 
tist to “conduct intensive recruiting 
campaign, maintaining contacts with 
minority offices of major universities as 
well as directing a continual mail effort 
Almed at minority undergraduates: == —~ 

The Graduate Schoal of Business Ad- 


: ministration, reported that its problem 


is to persuade qualified young blacks 
to pursue a career, in business. “Prac- 
tically all,’ it "said, “prefer .a 
professional career in law, medicine, 
social work or education.” 

This information should be of help to 
parents, “students and guidance of- 
ficers, What is true at the University of 
Michigan, is generally true at all of the 
other big universities. There are more 
opportunities for getting a top rated 


education today than there are

With the unemployment rolls of 


young blacks at an all ‘time high, it 
seems to me that there is a great 
responsibility resting on the black com- 
munity to motivate more students to 
pursue their education.

Even then, these black “surrogates” 
aré going to have to be equipped with 
solid records of performances’ if they 
are to be effective. It would be unwise 
to believe that black voters have not 
developed a political sophistication far 
advanced over-that-which obtained in 
the heyday of the Herman Finkles and 
the Maurice Maskeys. 

Short of developing a ‘‘black 
menace” to dangle in tront of the West 
Side Ethnics and congenital white 
supremacists of every stripe, the Perk 
battalions are going to have to come 
into the black community armed with a 
solid record of performance,-that at the 
moment, would be rather difficult to 
fashion. 

It is recalled that, with the backing of 
former Mayor Carl B. Stokes in the 
previous primary contest, James Car- 

ney was able to garner a” sizeable 
segment of black support, but when 
Carl Stokes was imaged in to the per- 
sonitication of the “Black Peril at City 
Hall", and his support was transferred 
to Arnold. Pinkney, the Carney support 
suffered from severe evaporation 

_—A-recent-poll-conductad for_one_ot 
the major Cleveland dailies indicates 
that, at the moment, Ralph Perk will be 
very difficult to beat. Regardless of the 
depth of the polling and its question- 
able accuracy, Perk will enter the con- 
test with the built in advantage that ac- 
crues to the “ins", and a seasoning in

Sickle Cell: 


The Political Disease 


Sickle Cell disease has gotten out of 
hand. | refer not to the actual illness, 
but to the public excitement that has 
come to surround it * 

Approximately 10 per cent of 
American Blacks have Sickle Cell trait, 
an—essentiatty—benign™ condition 
However, if both husband and wife 
have Sickle Cell trait, there is one 
chance in four with each of their 
pregnancies that the child will be born 
with Sickle Cell Anemia. Because the 
victims of Sickle Cell Anemia. are 
primarily Black, the disease can fesult 
in additional discrimination against 
Black people 

Before we get into ways in which this 
occurs, let's examinesome of the myths 
that have sprung up around this once! 
neglected disorder. 

The myth is that only Blacks suffer 
from Sickle Cell disease, when in fact 
Sickle Cell does affect other racial 
groups, A high incidence of Sickle Cell 
disease is found in Meditéfranean and 
North African countries. 

Secondly, far too little has been. done 
to inform the public that the -mere 
presence of the Sickle Cell trait is far 
different trom actually having Sickle 
Cell Anemia. 

Thirdly, there has been far too much 
sensationalism surrounding Sickle Cell 
Anemia. The extent.to which people 
with Sickle Cell Anemia are affected in 
their daily lives*has been blown yp out 
of all proportion. . 4 Sain tall 
~Perhaps. none-of this-would matter 
much, but the publicity about the 
disease has frightened- many Blacks, as 
well aS whites, and the passage by 
some states of laws requiring testing 
for the trait opens the door to all kinds 
of abuses. The politics of this disease 
could well become more dangerous, 
than the disease itself. 

That all this is taking place at a time 
of increased interest in sacist claims 
that Blacks have genetically-based low 
IQs or are inherently inferior for other 
genetic reasons, makes it especially 
dangerous. 

It is disturbing that in some states 
Black children are being singled out as 
the only ones required to be screened 
for Sickle Cell disease. Until whites are 
required to ‘take tests for genetic 


Like It ts 
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diseases to which they are particularly 


Susceptible, mandatory testing of 
Blacks is discriminatory in, and of, it- 
self, 


Through testing, a diagnosis may be 
made-ot-either the trait-or of the disor 
der, put testing accomplishes |ittle 
unless it is integrated into a definitive 
program of education, counseling and 
treatment. The danger lies in the 
reckless use of test results which can 
lead to discrimination against Black 
people. In some instances, trait bearers 
have faced higher insurance rates as 
the result of testing programs, despite 
the fact that there is no evidence that 
individuals with Sickle Cell tralt die 
prematurely or are ill more frequently 
than other persons. Remember, the 
Presence of the trait, alone, can be 
used to justify discrimination. 


The armed forces already ban trait 
bearers, who are as healthy as you and# 
|, from certain kinds of active and 
hazardous duty. Most airlines ground 
personnel with Sickle Cell trait. This*is 
a dangerous and punitive trend 
resulting in penalties for Blacks who 
are healthy and capable of any kindof 
activity, 

There are other instances of abuses, 
enough to justify Blacks calling for bet- 
ter understanding and monitoring of 
the impact of this new interest in Sickle 
Cell disease. ’ 


“There is a neéd for a more ap- 


propriate .emphasis..on_testing for. the 
trait and for tar greater effort to be 
spent on further research on treatment, 
management and a possible cure, The 
interest that has been inspired in this 
disorder should fade without lessening 
necessary financial support. The needs 
of the victims of this disorder should be 
placed in. perspective to avoid .un- 
surping attention afd funds for 
research on other diseases that affect 
Black people disproportionately. Hyper- 
tension, for example, killed over 13,000 
Blacks last ‘year, while less than 400 
died from Sickle Cell Anemia. 

It Is clear that Black people must be 
wary of the hue and cry about Sickle 
Cell disease and prevent manipulators 
from tuming a medical problem into yet 
another vehicle for discrimination.

‘Bugging’ Includes 


Will the Watergate scandal have any 
appreciable or favorable consequence 
for the black community? | think this Is 
the question we must ask, if we are 
wondering what might be its outcome. 
While the Watergate affair might result 
in some cleansing and purging of the 
political evils of this nation, it is doubt- 
ful that the present administration will 
go so far as to eradicate some of its 
social and political policies-toward the 
black communities which are equally 
heinous and disastrous to the well- 
being of this nation. 

What we, who are involved in the 
black mass media, must do is to point 
out the interconnectedness between 
political espionage and those policies 
that are conspiratorial in nature to un- 
dermine those legislative enactments of 
the 1960's which were purportedly to 
secure certain rights and opportunities 
for minorities in this country. 

it may be somewhat difficult to show 
this kind of Thiterconnectedness. But 
one obvious fact that must be shown is 
that the Watergaigg sia reveals that 
the top administrative echetons of the 
White House have placed as top 
priority, not the business of securing 
and maintaining the rights of minorities, 
but securing and maintaining the power 
of a select privileged class at the ex- 
pense of resorting to the methods of’a 
police-state, if necessary. 

Another point that must be made is 
that if police-state methods are being 
used against traditional and well- 
established political parties in this 
country, they are certainly being used 
against oppressed racial minorities in 
this country. They are also being used 
and being ‘sponsored by this present 
administration against oppressed 
Afrivan peoples. as well. 

How many black groups or organiza- 
tions are being “bugged” or spied 
upon? One does not have to be a 
“militant” or “radical” to be spied

further means to oppress people. 

What is disturbing about the conse- 
quences of the Watergate affair is that 
while it might cleanse the country of 
political espionage. it will not cleanse

Greater Visibility 

For The OCRC 
It's not a bit unusual for a 
public agency with limited 
‘funds to become less than a 
household word even to the 
people it is intended to serve. 
Such was the case with the 


Ohio Civil Rights Commis- 
sion until their recent $5.2 
million appropriation. 

At a dinner meeting held at 
the” Neil House, members OF 
the commission explained to 
a small group of Columbus 
citizens just how this budget 
increase would enable them 
to do a more effective job. In 
the first place they have been 
able to hire more fulltime 
staff in the Civil Rights sec- 
tion -of..the Ohio Attorney 
General's office. This in itself 
will incr@ase their ability to 
enforce existing laws and 
their visibility. 

They fee! that the combina- 
tion of the two will add up to 
a deterrent for those com- 
panies or individuals who 
have less noble ideas in 
mind. It is the Commission's 
theory that if they become as 
effective as they have every 
intention of becoming, 
would-be violators will com- 
ply, not because they think a 
taw is right, but because they 
will discover that compliance 
with the law is cheaper than 
lengthy litigation. 

"James M. Friedman, chair- 
man of the-Ohio Civil Rights 
Commission, did an excellent 
job. of @xplaining how in 
many instances distrimi- 
nation had become more sub- 
tle. He said that this called for 
more. sophisticated forms of 
detection and greater skills 
on the “part-of enforcement 
agents in detecting and 
dealing with problems in 
these areas. - 

Ben Espy, a young black 
and articulate Commission 
attormey, made a few com- 
ments, but he was limited in 
what he could say because 
Ohio law does not permit dis-

Elizabeth Janeway’s Hard- Hitting — 


Speech Delights Matrix Audience_ 


By RHEBA W. OTEY 
“Traditionally, all women 
have—been exploited, un- 
derpaid and overworked,” 
said Elizabeth Janeway, 
noted author and faminist, 
addressing an all female 
audience, except for two 
men; who attended the 1973 
Matrix Table Dinner at the 
Columbus Shearton on May 
2 

Mrs. Janeway, whose latest 
book, “Man's World, 
Woman's Place," was the 
basis for her talk, told her 
audience that as wives, 
mothers and housewives, 
they had been subjected to 
mythic rolés “which project 


their image as belles on 
pedestals. 
“But for every belie, 


especially in the contact of 
the Southern belle syndrome, 
there has alway$ been 10 
women who could and did 
milk the cow, chop the cotton 
and work in the factories.” 
“And one of the most per- 
sistent and damaging myths 
women must cope with is the 
mistaken idea that women 
have a special place in the 
world. For women have been 
told they have a traditional 
role which is ordained by 
God. There is no validity to 
the idea that women have 
one role to play. Women are 
individuals- interacting with 
other individuals: 
“It+s-bad~history,-bad-an—* 
thropology and bad sociology 
to say otherwise. Long before 
the 20th century women the 
clever woman trader does all 
kinds of public activities.” 
Mrs. Janeway argued that 
the advent of the Industrial 
Revolution wrought changes 
in family life styles because 
work and workers were taken 
out of the home into the fac- 
tory. This produced a unique 


way of life and was very 
significant in the life of an in- 
dividual who acquired a 
public life as well as private 
one.
